You come to Rome to 
glory over so many visible leg- 
acies of its history, to enjoy its

magnificent fountains, to ride in 
its many one-horse carriages, and 
to separate yourself from your 
lira at one or more of its ar­ 
ray of fine shops. 
CH), yes. You also come to 
Rome to know something of the 
kind of Italian food — long in 
preparation and long in serving 
— that delights the fancy of the 
most or even the least discrimi­ 
nating of gourmets. 
I was here two years ago and 


in reluctantly leaving knew that 
one day I 
would visit Rome 
again. Here I am. Curiously, Tm 
finding 
myself 
doing 
a 
sen­ 
timental journey. 


The Vatican City with the vast 
SC Peter's Basilica, the Coliseum, 
the Fountain of Trevi, the Knights 
of Malta Villa, the Forum — 
about these I always find rea­ 
son for wonderment, 
I found St. Peter's even more 


fascinating today than the last 
time I spent a few hours at this 
largest church in Christendom. 
Its facade is so truly monumental 
and so great that it 
all 
but 
obscures the view of the dome 
from the pi ana. The odd thing 
is, though, that since everything 
is proportionate, related and bal­ 
anced in the best Renaissance 
manner, the church does not 
seem to be nearly as big as it is. 
Perhaps equally as Interesting 


as the church itself is the Vati­ 
can Museum wherein are pre­ 
served completely priceless relics 
of the Catholic Church as well 
as the old Roman Empire, most 
of them having been excavated 
from 
the ruins that 
became 
Rome in the early middle ages af­ 
ter its era of greatest glory. 
And. of course, while at the 
Vatican Museum I found a visit 
to the historic and globally signi­ 
ficant Sistine Chapel a must and 


with literally thousands of visi­ 
tors from many parts of the 
world found the h.agnificence cf 
the Chapel in which Popes are 
elected by the College of Cardi­ 
nals nearly beyond comprehen­ 
sion. 


This afternoon I renewed my 
acquaintanceship with the Col­ 
iseum. built by Nero around 19 
A.D. mostly, I gather, for the 
satisfaction of a few of his per­ 


sonal sadistic sports desires. 
This stadium, in which 60,000 
Romans would gather when the 
better gladiators were beating 
each other into oblivion, or when 
the more vicious lions were 
loosed to toy with characters 
Nero wasn't particularly fond of, 
was quite a building job. 
I couldn't help but reflect that 
it is well that football didn't 
come along until later. The floor

The state librarian requested 
the study, conducted by Dr. Ken­ 
neth Beasley at a cost of $12,000, 
to implement the 1961 law which 
authorized state grants to help 
build up library resources. 
Blasmgame said Beasley tried 
to set up the districts, each re­ 
volving around one major library 
as a resource center, so at least 
75 per cent of the population 
would be within 75 miles of the 
proposed hub. He said he would 
be "guided generally’’ by the sug­ 
gestions but not fully and may 
ask for advice of the State Li­ 
brary Advisory Council before 
putting a final plan into effect. 
The district libraries will re­ 
ceive 25 cents per person served 
in addition to their regular state 
subsidy of 25 cents per capita 
which is the standard rate for 
ail libraries.

Souvanna said the new govern­ 
ment would officially conto into 
being with the signing of a for­ 
mal agreement here Tuesday by 
himself. pro-Cocnmunist Prince 
Souphanouvong ami right 
-wing 
Prince Boun Oum. 
The three rival princes re­ 
sumed peace talks in this rebel- 
held stronghold in Laos last week 
"It gives me greet pleasure to 
announce that a government of 
national coalition is formed," Sou­ 
vanna told newsmen following a 
day long session with Souphanou­ 
vong and Boun Oum. 
"We are writing an accord," he 
said. "This record will be exam­ 
ined tomorrow (Tuesday) morn­ 
ing and will be signed tomor­ 
row." 
The accord, it is hoped, will 
end almost two years of civil 
war in which the procommunist 
and neutralist Laotian f o r c e s 
seized almost two4hirdg of Laos. 
The recent advance of the Lao­ 
tian rebel farces toward the bor­ 
der with Thailand brought U.S. 
Marines and troops toto that 
Southeast Asian kingdom to help 
defend it against the threat of 
communism.

The President flew here from 
New York this morning to join 13 
other distinguished figures includ­ 
ing former Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson in receiving hon 
orary degrees from Yale. 
From the New Haven airport 
to the Yale campus, a large, ap­ 
plauding crowd of thousands lined 
the highway to greet the Presi­ 
dent as he motored in an open car 
Shipped from Washington for the 
occasion. 
The President's speech was a 
major restatement of his attitude 
toward govemment-businees rela­ 
tions as they affect the national 
economy. His repeated point was 
that much of the dialogue today 
between 
business, 
government 
and the public "fails to reflect 
the true realities of contemporary 
American society.” 
“We must move on from the re­ 
assuring 
repetition 
of 
stale 
phrases to a new difficult but es­ 
sential confrontation of reality," 
he said, in attacking such myths 
that "government is big and bad, 
and steadily getting bigger and 
rose” or that "federal deficits 
create inflation and budget sur 
pluses prevent it." 
Such outmoded theories, h e 
maintained, clogged communica­ 
tions between government, bus! 
ness and the public with "illusion 
and platitude” which he found 
"actively misleading." 
lf the federal budget is to serve 
not the debate but the country, 
we must find ways of clarifying 
this area of discourse." the Pres­ 
ident said in actual delivery of a 
speech in which he adhered closen 
ly to his prepared text.
